We have considered the matter 
which you. have. asked for. our 
opinion, regarding the agreement 
of the Western General Electric 
Co. Ltd. and the Town so far as 
the same relates to the rent of 
telephones by subscribers in the. 
town. ra : 

By clause 5 of ‘the agreement 
of the 29th of May, 1903, the 
company agrees to, furnish tele- 
phones at the rate of $25 per year 
for business telephones and $10 
per year for residential tele- 
phonesy payable half yearly in 
advance. This appears to be the 
whole of the agreement so far as 
it relates to telephones for sub- 
scribers. We are of the opinion 
that it constitutes within itself 


the town for the purpose of tele- 
phone users, and that all a_per- 
son who desired ‘to rent a ‘tele- 
phone could be required to-do 
would be to make’a verbal or 
written application according to 
the above mentioned agreement 
to the Co. for such class of 
telephone as he might require. 
The agreement provides the rate 
or the figures which he must pay 
for the class of telephone ‘he ré- 
quires. .We/do not see that the 
company can require an appli- 
cant to sign an agreement and 
agree to more. than is provided 
for in the agreement with the 
town. Assuming that ‘a renter has 
a telephone for which he has not 
signed any agreement with the 
Co.-for a given térm, in which he 
agrees that the agreement shall 
continue from year’to year until 
either party gives.to the other 
thirty days’ notice before the end 
of the term to terminate the agree- 
ment,at the end of the yearly term. 
a yearly tenancy is established, 
and a full half year’s notice be- 
fore the expiration of the yearly 
term must be given by one party 
to the other before it can be ter- 
minated.

Eat Bread (Genesis lil, 19)—Eve’s 
cf Loss of Faith In God Precipitated 
reo. the Fall—Paradise Will Be Restor- 
ed In Keeping With God's Plan— 
The Second Death. 
~ Brooklyn, N.Y., Sept. 5.—The Bible 
Students’ Convention which for sev- 
eral' days has been in session at Sara- 
‘toga Springs, N.Y., decided to spend 
its closing days,in Brooklyn, that it 
might be addressed there by Pastor 


: jpacle proved insufficient in capacity 
‘for this large body of Bible Students; 
‘thence the Brooklyn Academy of Music

any: - Pastor Russell addressed the 
Bible Students twice.. We report one 

‘+ of his discourses, from the text, “In 

‘the sweat of thy face shult thou eat 

- bread” (Genesis iii, 19). He said: 

) .The Great Tezcher said of the lilies 
of the,plain, “They toil not, neither 

‘do they spin; and‘ yet-] say unto you, 
jthat even Solomon in all his glory 
‘was not arrayed like one of these’ 

(Marthew vi, 23, 29). Similarly we be- 

‘lieve that in heaven the angels are 


ed’ in their interest mukes toil un- 
> Mecess He who created the angels 
and made the lilies is the same God 
‘by whose omnipotent power we hu- 
man beings came into existence. We 
are surrounded by conditions which 
call for labor, toil and sweat of face, 
‘as indicuted in our text. Why are 
‘these things so? Why is man less 
, favored by his Creator than the angels 
‘and the lilies? The answer to. this 
query is found in God’s great Book, 
the Bible. As Bible Students the ma- 
jority of us know, of course, the an-. 
. 8wer-to this query.. And yet it may 
Prove beneficial to:us to examine the 
question afresh, : 
. I remind you that: the words of our 
text are God’s comment upon the con- 
‘ditions which now obtain and which 
* "were made’ nécessary by man’s diso- 
‘bedience andthe terms of ‘his: sen- 
tence, As originally created the con- 
ditions of sweat of face-and battling 
‘with thorns: and insects too nu:nerous 
‘: to ‘mention were not necessary and 
‘were not imposed upon mankind. On 
. J the contrary, Adam was placed in 
Paradise, in the Garden of Eden, 
jwhose every : prospect was. beautiful. 
_ Ite trees were -fruitful, yielding a 
“variety and an abundance of life. 
giving. fruit for the maintenance of 
the.king of earth and his queen moth. 
» er Eve, . The responsibilities of the 
situation were merely .to dress, or 
: keep, the garden—to pluck its fruits 
best ‘and to prune’ the waste foliage to 
‘tAdam’s pleasement. Every necessity 
was provided as surely as in the case 
‘of’ the angels and.-the: lilies. The 
‘great change which thrust our first 
parents from Paradise is the result.

The basis: of the fall may, be said 
.' to have’ been the temptation ,of the 
serpent, but otherwise, too, we ,may 
say that it was the loss of faith in 
God on the part of Mother Eve. Had 
:. ‘she pro erly’ continued ‘in faith .and 
trust, the empter’s suggestions of 
disobedience would have been prompt- 
ly rejected, -His suggestion that the 
‘great Creator had been prompted. by 
selfish motives in forbidding the fruit: 
of one purticular kind of tree should 
have been promptly recognized as 
‘slander.- And the further suggestion 
that the God of all Grace and Truth 
ied to them and distorted: the. facts 
when he “warned. thut’ disobedience 
would result in -death—this :misrepre- 
sentation should have been indignunt- 
ly resented. But, alas! Mother Eve 
\ had “not yet reached that'.degree of 
character development; she succumb- 
ed to the temptation, crude aa it was.

the contrary, while he could have 
prought the entire earth to full per- 
ection before man’s creation, he. did 
not do so, but left the greater part 
of it:in a condition accursed-or unfit 
for human use and habitation even 
while man was in harmony with God. 
God merely ‘Prepared the Garden 
Eastward in Eden” for the trial, the 
testing, the proving of our first Par: 
beneuae he. knew what would be 
the result of that trial. He knew the 
‘tnd from the beginning.-* Divine fore- 
knowledge: is the, basis ‘of. the stute- 
ment, ‘Cursed is the earth for thy 
sake’; it is thus unfit for you, in your 
own interest, because I foreknew your 
transgression and what conditions 
would be most favorable for you, that 
your death ‘sentence might bring you 
the largest degree of knowledge and 
the Jurgest- degree of experience in 
the most helpful manner. 

Is it asked how the unfitness of the 
earth could inure to man’s ndvantuge 
as a sinner and why the Lord placed 
the cherub with flaming sword, to 
keep the way to the Tree of Life? We 
teply that all of the experiences: ot 
the wisest of mankind corroborate 
the Divine decision that it was wis- 
est and for the best interests of Adam 
and -his children ‘that the curse, the 
sentence, should affect him in ull of 


his relationships of life and: ‘particu-- 


larly in respect to his earthly home 
“Cursed is the earth for thy sake.

The battle for bread which started 
when our first parents were thruat 
out of the Garden of Eden and obliged 
to labor for their sustenance is a 
battle. which has.kept: up ever: since.

Fath- 
er Adam, us the bread-winner of the 
family..surely had noble and generous 
qualities of -heart and-a greut love 
for Mother Eve; yet, one could. imag- 
ine that, as age advanced upon him 
and ‘he becume six or seven hundred 
yeurs old, the toil connected with his 
battle with the thorns and ‘thistle: 
was the more severe and that. this 
would, of necessity, make him the 
more ‘careful, the more frugal, “even, 
perhaps, to the extent of parsimony 
and meanness. Similar experiences 
cultivated the same quality in all .of 
his children, and the habit so grows 
u 
who have the barest of necessities 
impelled to be stingy and close, but 
even those who come into possession 
of fabulous wealth have this parsi- 
mony ingrained in their ab being. - 

We may indeed see a blessing in 
the Divine provision of this. condition, 
of things. * Weré it not for selfish am- 
bition and’ pride what would become 
of the race, under the rei 


Prince of this world’? If every man, 


. upon. obtaining a competence, were 


to sit down and be satisfied, where 
would be the world’s progress? How 
could it carry on the great . projects 
of life—the ‘public utilities, the pub- 
lic charities? Some motive is neces- 
sary to keep in operation the great 
human: machine we call civilization. 
Our Socialist. friends may tell us that 
Love and ‘Benevolence should actu- 
ate the human mind to all these 
things for the public benefit. We are 
ready to admit, that such- would: be 
a very ideal condition, so far as. the 
rich are-concertied. ‘But why should 
we expect more, of. the rich than of 
the poor, as respects love and willing- 
ness to lay down- life and pleasure 
and wealth and comfort for. their ‘fel- 
low-men?: Our Lord puts the matter 
the other way, saying, He that is 
faithful in that which is least would 
be faithful also in the greater things. 
The poor man or woman who is found 
to be very generous and very helpful 
to his friends and neighbors is thus 
attesting that if he were wealthy he 
would probubly use his wealth for the 
public benefit. But, alas! we find com- 
paratively little of unselfish love, eith- 
er in the poor or the rich. And this 
being true, love could not be the mo- 
tive power of the. world under preaent 
conditions.” 

We have already seen that it is ne- 
cessary, in viewing the Divine deal 
ings with humanity, to keep in mem- 
ory the future outcome of God’s Plan. 
Otherwise the permission of Six 
Thousand Years of the reign of Sin 
and Death would be entirely unrea- 
sonable to us, inconsistent with Di- 
vine Wisdom, Justice, Love and Pow- 
er. But keeping in memory the fact 
that it is the Divine Purpose to re- 
claim man from his fallen condition 
of imperfection of mind and physique, 
and that it is the Divine intention 
to make the entire earth a Garden of 
Eden — Paradise — from this stand- 
point, the permission of evil may be 
clearly understood and appreciated as 
a master-stroke of Divine Wisdom. 

As one illustration of this, suppose 
that Sin had not entered into the 
world and the birth of humanity had 
been us slow as in the case of Adam’s 
immediate children (whose birth-rate 
wus probably about one a century), 
how long would it have required to 
people the earth? But in Adam’s 
fallen condition, as a part of the re- 
sult of the fall, the sorrows and con- 
ception of motherhood were greatly 
multiplied (Genesis iii, 16), so that 
during the period of Seven Thousand 


Years a sufficiency of the human 
family will have been born to proper- 
Vy fill it., Moreover, the subduing of 
the earth has under Divine fore- 
arrangement been accomplished by 
convict labor; for are not all man- 
kind convicts serving out a death sen- 
tence? And is. not our Creator per- 
mitting man, ‘for his own good, to 
battle strenuously with the unfavor- 
able conditions prevailing in the 
earth? And does not this battling 
serve to quicken man in his mental 
qualities, even though this quickening 
be chiefly along selfish lines? 
Furthermore, as we have heretofore 


‘seen, the reign of Sin and Death 


amongst mankind made it possible for 
God, on the one hand, to show the se- 
verity of his Justice in permitting us 
to die thus, as-a “groaning creation, 
travailing in pain,” and it made pos- 
sible the exhibition of his Love in 
the providing of the Redeemer, who 
bought us with his precious blood. 
Further be it remembered it served 
as the occasion for the testing of Luci- 
fer, the proving of his disloyalty, 
when he became Satan, the Adversary 
of God. Additionally it furnished the 
opportune test: of the loyalty or dis- 
loyalty of all the angels of heaven as 
recorded in Genesis vi, Jude vi and 
II. Peter ii, 4, as we have, previously 
seen. ’ 5; 
And now we come, dear friends, to 
that feature of the great Divine Plan 
which is 20 pecuiarly interesting ‘to

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AN ENGLISH POMPEIL 


City ef Verulamlum Contains Some 
Pemarkable Antiquities. 


English newspapers note thut. the 
Earl of Verulam, who owns the sand 
upon which was built the ancient Ho- 
mun city of Verulumium, has given 
Perinission to the Society of Antiqua- 
ries to undertake excavations, : which 
will shortly be commenced. The site 
of Verulamium lies a mile or so from 
the certre of St. Albans, just at the 
ence of the beautiful Gorhambury 

ack, 

Verulamium was one of the most 
important cities in England ut the 
time of the Roma occupation. With 
Eboracum-(York) it enjoyed the dig- 
nity of being a municipium,. which 
Meant that all wao were born within 
its walls could claim Roman citizen- 
ship. . It. was situated in Watling 
street, and the British insurrection 
under Bouadicea culminated here in 
the massacre of 70,000 Romans. In 
303, or perhaps earlier, 8t. Alban, the 
first English martyr, was beheaded 
on the site of the present St. Alban’s 
Abbey. Not long after’ the ancient 
town was forsaken, and the new one 
—&t. Albans—grew. up on the hill 
which had shadowed it. 

_In the centre of the site of the old 
city is the Church of St. Michael, the 
vicarage of which stands in the mid- 
dle of what was the forum. A few old 
walls and other fragments are to be 
seen heze and there, but the Roman 
city lies for the most part buried un- 
er a considerable depth of soil. in 
the course of centuries earth has-been 
washed down from the hillside, and 
earthworms have been busy, and 
where once lay the proud and splen- 
did city is now the quiet, flower-filled 
garden of the vicarage, the fields of 
the glebe, and other pastures and 
plough [inds. 

The stones and Roman bricks of Ve- 
rulamium were, of course, much used 
for later buildings elsewhere. St. Al- 
ban’s Abbey is very largely built from 
them. But a great deal still remains 
under the soil. About sixty years ago, 
and again in 1869, the theatre was 
partly and temporarily uncovered, 
and some fine frescoes, pavements. 
and marbles were found. It is the 
only Roman theatre in Britain, and 
its dimension are almost exactly the 
same as those of the theatre at Pom- 
peii. ‘ bd 

in fact the whole town of Verula- 
mium singularly resembles Pompeii as 
regards shape—an irregular oval—di- 
mensions and arrangement and posi- 
tion of streets and buildings. It is 
slightly larger, its walls enclosing an 
area of 190 acres. Its excavation 
ought to provide extraordinary inter- 
est. If it is done thoroughly, as no 
doubt it will be, we shall have within 
a few miles of London an object-lesson 
of surpassing educational and anti- 
quarian value as to how the Romans 
lived in Britain two thousand years 
ago.

And yet these vast and 
priceless resources of ours have 
been handed over to the Domi-. 
nion government to be exploited 
for the benefit of the other prov- 
inces. It does not seem just. We 
boast of our resources to the 
rest of the*Dominion, and yet-we 
relinquish our clajm to them 
without a.struggle, Mr. Telford, 
of Leduc, has a scheme on foot 
whereby the Dominion is to be 
‘asked to hand over two sections 
in each township to the province, 
the proceeds to be devoted to road 
‘building.

~ Mr. Telford brazenly replied that 
‘-he not only voted to give away 
all our lands, but would do so 
. again. But -this scheme:'was 
‘different. The News contends if 
we are entitled to a part we are 
entitled to the whole. It will be 
remembered the provincial gov- 
ernment. asked the Dominion for 
the funds derived from sales of 
school land just before the last 
‘@lection, establishing the pre- 
cedent that we were entitled to a 
part. The fact‘of the. matter is, 
_ the average member of the local 
parliament has taken the respon- 
sibility of citizenship too lightly 
and has handed over our magni- 
ficent resources for a mess of 
pottage, simply being.a machine 
at the beck and call of a few men 
who are looked upon as superior 
beings. . The fact that so many 
are taking kindly to Mr. Telford’s 
scheme throughout the province 
is-a healthy sign and shows that, 
taken outside the realm of poli- 
tics, the people feel they have 
been unjustly ‘deprived of their 
land and resources. We are 
pleased to see such prominent 
men as Mr. Telford and the mem- 
bers of the provincial govern- 
ment, by their action, concurring 
in this idea.

NINE CENT HOGS. 


We clip the following from the 
Winnipeg Free Fress of Sept. 
16th, dealing with the price of 
hogs: 

‘*Hogs sold at nine cents per 
pound live weight off the cars, 
Winnipeg, last Saturday. This 
remarkable fact is the result of 
some other facts which are worth 
while recalling at this time. 
While hogs were marketed at 
‘Winnipeg to the value of one and 
a half millions of dollars,the west 
imported hog products such as 
‘bacon, lard, etc., to the value of 
two and three quarter millions, 
Yet-in this year when imports of 
hog products were eo.large, the 
number of hogs marketed at Win- 
nipeg increased from 81,000 to 
145,000. This latter figure only 
represents one third of the annual 
packing capacity of the Winnipeg 
abattoirs as at present operated. 
Thus the farmers of the west only 
raised about one hog for every 
three required, while the plants 
for the packing of all that were 
required stood partially idle and 
the dealers were forced to import 
hog products to meet the defic- 
iency. In the face of these 
‘figures receipts of hogs this year 
’ are falling below those of’ last 
year, so that imports into an 
agricultural community of this 
staple of the: farm will be much 


higher than: they were last year. 
For years past a large propor- 
tion of our farmers ‘when urged 
to raise more stock have refused 
to do so on the ground of an un- 
satisfactory live stock market. In 
view of the above figures and the 
further fact that the price of hogs 
at Winnipeg has not dropped be- 


low five cents in the past four|’ 
years, while the average price for | - 


the years 1906, 1907 add 1908 was 
6 1-2 cents, it looks aa though the 
whole live atock situation would 
bear reviewing on the part of 
those who were.formerly dis- 
satisfied. Some very easy money 
is represented in nine cent hogs, 
and why should the bulk of it go 
to the farmers south of the line 
who cannot raisc as good hogs as 
we can?” 

If this price could be secured 
in the Red Deer district we ven- 
ture to say that hardly a bushel 
of grain would be shipped out of 
the country, and the farmers 
would raise enough hogs to sup- 
ply a packing. plant, But the 
trouble is that the prices drop 
just so soon as the breeder settles 
down to raising hogs in earnest, 
and few stay with the business. 
Hogs are selling at 7 cents in Red 
Deer this week, but this price will 
drop just so soon as the hogs fed 
from the present crop can be 
placed on the market. If there 
was any means of keeping the 
price up to a standard paying 
basis there would be no difficulty 
in getting farmers to raise ‘hogs. 
This is the main -contention 
for a government packing plant; 
they can’t see why the prices 
should always go down when they 
have the goods to sell, and they 
want the government to steady 
the industry by keeping the price 
up to a regular paying basis.

It was a frequent sight to see 
men going down the aisle: and 
seeking out those with whom 
they had been enemies and de- 
siring now to forgive and be for- 
given. 

By the singing of the Doxology, 
this the greatest and the most far 
reaching in. its results of any 
previous gathering in ~ West 
China, was brought to.a close. 

You will notice that thie re- 
vival differs in one respect from 
those which have taken place in 
other parts of the East. Mention 
is made of no individual,whether 
Chinese or Foreigner, upon whom 
the halo of this great movement 
rests. Each man did his duty 
and did it the-best he could, but 
one and all felt absolutely power- 
less. The work was of God and 
not of man. Some of the pastors, 
at the time of prayer would find 
their way down through the: 
audience and try to speak a word 
or two in season, but those te 
whom they spoke appeared: as 
dead and heard them not. These 
dear souls had at last come into’ 
touch with the. Great God-and 
Father of us all. He had become, 
their. teacher and they needed 
not man’s words.

hours and had told the good 
news unto the Christians in Ki- 


ating. <A service was arranged - 


for that evening. At thatservice 
the brethren who had been so 
wonderfully blessed at Jenshou, 
rehearsed unto the people of Ki- 
ating what great things God had 
done at Jenshou. 

Last Sunday it was our privilege to 
attend the services in Kiating and 
hear these Chinese brethren preach 
the word with a power and a direct- 
ness such as we had not heard before. 
At the Saturday evening service the 
Evangelist who was preaching said, 
near the close of his address: ‘‘Breth- 
ren, do you want the Holy Spirit:to 
come to your lives as He came to us 
at Jenshou? If you do, raise your 
hands”; a large number raised their 
hands. Then said the speaker: ‘The 
Holy Spirit will certainly come.

But every missionary, who was pre- 
sent at the Jenshou Convention, now 
believes that our ideal is gloriously 
possible. 

Truly the present opportunity in 
China is unparalleled in history and 
occupancy of the field is urgent.
